Duine of the church San Guiseppe Vesuviano, 
which collapwed from earthquakes. At Bosco- 
trecase seven persons were killed and six 
bodies were found at Torre Annungiata. The 
injured can be counted by thousands. 
Molten Flood Sweeps On. 

Pompell, buried under ashes 18223 years 
ago, is now threatened with enguifment by 
lava. A great molten flood, 600 feet wide 
and 21 feet deep, after sweeping over the 
town of Torre Annusiata, is approaching 
the ruins of Pompell at a rapid rate. At- 
ready the cemetery and some houses north- 
west of the town have been destroyed. 

The work of excavating the buried city of 
Pompell cost infinite labor @uring many 
decades and the expenditure of enormeus 
sums of money. 

Now the lava flobd threatens to fill the 
streets, temples, forums, gardens, and ter- 
races excavated with so great an expense of 
time and money. The ruine of Pompeii, once 
overwhelmed by the lava flood, can never 
be reéxcavated. 


But the second destruction of Pompeii is 
not all of the havoc threatened by the pres- 
ent eruption. Not in centuries has Vesuvius 
been so terrible in its rage. 

Countless new craters are emitting a molten 
flood simultaneously, and the attendant 
earthquake shocks have caused the panic 
to spread to Naples. More villages have 
been blotted out and the people in other 
towne are fleeing in terror. 

Breathing momentarily is becoming more 
difficult, because of the poisonous fumes 
and smoke, while the dense shower of hot 
ashes adds to the horror. 

The Royal Meteorological observatory on 
Mount Vesuvius has been destroyed and 
Signor Metteucel, the director, and the em- 
ployés had narrow escapes, They passed 
last night in the darkness, save ir the tre- 
quent flashes of lightning, as the gas works 
and electric lighting plant also were de- 
stroyed. 

Scientist Tells of Horror. 

Dr. Mattucel made the following report 
before he left the observatory, but owing td 
the stoppage of the telegraph it has only ar- 
rived: 

“The eruption of Vesuvius has assumed 
extraordinary proportions, Yesterday and 
last night the activity of the crater was 
terrific and ever increasing. The neighbor- 
hood of the observatory is completely cov- 
ered with leva. Incandescent rocks thrown 
by the thousand to a height of 2,400 and even 
8,000 feet, fell back, forming a large cone. 
Another stream of lave has appeared from 
a fissure, the position of which is not well 
defined. The noise of explosions and rocks 
striking together is deafening. The ground 
is shaken by strong and continuous seismic 
movements.“ 

Ashes are falling over a large part of 
southern Italy, even the east coast, Thege 
and the dense smoke have biotted out all 
sight of the mountain, the island of Capri, 
and the town of Sorrento from Naples, Dur- 
ing the day Many areas around the mountain 
were in darkness. ! 

Towns and villages have been abandoned. 
Hence the extent of the damage is un- 


| known fully, 


Lava Sweeps Over Barriers. 

‘Torre Annunziata, on the shores of the 
Gulf of Naples, one mile to the southward, 
is almost surrounded by the invading leva 
and has been evacuated by its 30,000 inhabi- 
tants. The people were brought to Naples 
by trains, street cars, military carts, and 
steamships. 

Refugees from Torre Annunziata reported a 
lava stream striking the Willa en the out- 
skirts. It divided, one current Sowing in 
the direction of Pompeii, while the other 
threatened to destroy Torre Annungiata. It 
since has been reported that the lava reached 
the town, sweeping over barriers that had 
been erected with the utmost energy by the 
military engineers. The latter, together with 
all the officiale and the whole population, 
were compelled to abandon the town. 

Ottajanc, Poggio, Marino, Somma, and 
other towns and villages have been aban- 
doned. Lava is flowing several feet deep 
through the streets of Ottajano and many 
houses have fallen.

Trouble in Holy Name Cathedral 
Young Ladies’ Sodality. 


CAUSED BY PRIEST’S RULING. 


Members More than 40 Years Old Put 
on Honorary List. 


Trouble, and plenty of it, is brewing among 
the members of the Young Ladies’ sodality 
of Holy Name cathedral. So strong is the 
feeling of indignation among certain mem- 
bers that, were it not for the fact that this 
is jubilee week of the organization, at least 
100 of the members probably would resign in 
a body. 

This condition of affairs in the usually 
tranquil body came about as a result of the 
Rev. M. J. Fitzsimmons’ interpretation of a 
clause in the constitution regarding age limit 
of active and “honorary’’ members. In 
effect the interpretation settles the question 
of when: a young woman ceases to be 
„young.“ 

The age limit question has been a mooted 
one in the society for several years, in fact, 
ever since the sodality was organized and 
the constitution adopted twenty-five years 
ago. The reason for this appears to be that 
none of the priests at the cathedral could 
summon up enough courage to fix an ar- 
bitrary age limit for members of the Young 
Ladies“ sodality. 


Forty Years the Age Limit. 

Father Fitzsimmons, after several coneul- 
tations with Father Code, director of the 
soaality, and much hesitancy, decided that 
it must be done. Two weeks ago he an- 
nounced that all members of the sodality who 
have reached the age of 40 shall retire from 
active membership and be placed on the hon- 
orary list. 

To gay that certain of the members were in- 
dignant ts putting the truth mildly. Several 
of the members who have done active work in 
the society for years simply are boiling over 
with “ righteous wrath.” 

Of the 700 members of the society, at least 
100 will be affected by the ruling. The offi- 
cere are Miss B. Lynch, president; Miss 
Margaret Gildea, vice president; Mise Mary 
MeoCune, secretary; Mise Molly Cannavan, 
treasurer. The age limit for admission to 
the sodality is from 18 years to 25, inclu- 
sive. 

At a meeting of the sodality held in the 
chapel yesterday afternoon the “40 years 
age limit” rule was the one topic of con- 
vyersation. One member, who implored that 
her name be withheld, said it was a shame“ 
to be “retired ’”’ after having worked faith- 
fully in the society for twenty-five years. 


Strong Protests Are Made. 
“There is a great deal of objection to the 
age limit set by Father Fitzsimmons,” said 
Miss M. Lynch, another member, formerly 
president of the society, “The younger 
members object to it as well 4 the older 
ones. We younger members prefer to have 
the older members on the active lst because 
of their experience in the work.“ 

Miss Molly Cannavan also declared that 
much diseatisfaction existed among the mem- 
bere because of the ruling. 

„There are a few disgruntied members, as 
there are eure to be in every large society,” 
said the Rev. John J. Code, whose duty it will 
be, as director of the sodality, to enforce 
Father Fitssimmong ruling. The question 
had to be séttled some time. There will bea 
littie objection at first.’

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Influence of Reed Smoot Said to Be Back 
of Action Toward Men.Who Took 
Plural Wives Recently. 


Salt Lake City, Utah, April 8.—[{ Special. }— 
Matthias F. Cowley and John W. Taylor, two

The pressure from within the 
church to depose them has been strong, and 
Senator Reed Smoot, himself an apostle, is 
credited with having urged the president of 
the chureh to depose them, in order to re- 
lieve him of embarrassment in his fight to 
retain his seat. 

It is claimed they refused to go to Wash- 
ington, although commanded to do so by the 
president of the church.

Watered Stock in Industries. 

One trouble with the Zion Institutions Is 
the watered stock. There is watered stock 
to the amount of $277,020, distributed as fol- 
lows: Lace factory, $133,700; bank, $80,100; 
building and manufacturing association, $50,- 
020; land, $4,200. All of that is water. 

“Then tnere are the gifts. A woman in 
England gave $140,000 to Zion. Now I want 
to ask you, Overseer Cantell, if Dowie did 
not take that $140,000 and make presents @& 
it to various people?“ 

He did.“ replied the overseer. 

„Well, Dowie is not the Christian Catholic 
church in Zion, and never was, and never 
shall be, shouted Voliva. “ And they who 
received those gifts owe it to Zion and to 
themselves and to common honesty to turn 
back the money where it belongs.

Son Denies Father’s Statements. 
Gladstone Dowle, aroused by some of the 
statements made by his father, last evening 
asserted that there is sufficient evidence 
against him to secure a conviction before a 
jury. 

After reading reports of the interview given 
out by his father Saturday night Gladstone 
discussed them at some length. He denied 
that Dr. Dowle’e will had anything to do with 
the estrangement between Dr. Dowle and 
his family. deciaring that his indiscretions 
with young women were the real cause for it. 

* His indiscretions during the summer of 
1904 had been so great that the affair came 
to an issue, and mother and I spoke to him 
about it in the parlor at Ben Mac D' Hui. 
We told him emphatically that the condition 
was unbearable; that we would not stand for 
any more such conduct. He had been foolish 
with women and Mrs. Dowie had made a 
will leaving Ben Mac D’Hui to him for life 
and to me afterwards. He had just learned 
the contents of that will and was indignant 
over her willing the property away from 
him. 

I left everything to you,“ he said, * Why 
did not you do the same with me?“ 

“She told him that old men frequently 
made foolish second marriages and then 
willed the property away from the first 
family. 

Have you any reason to think I would do 
such a thing? he asked, and she told him 
that his actions with Miss Mofer led her to 
think it quite possible.” 

J did not know the contents of the will 
at that time.“ continued Gladstone Dowie, 
and his charge that I influenced the mak- 
ing of it is therefore untrue. Instead of op- 
posing his leaving us 5 per cent of the estate 
we were quite in sympathy with it. Had it 
proved a large sum mother would notveven 
have accepted tha. much. He says we are 
indignant at his changing his will when, in 
fact, we have never sald a word to him about 
it. In fact, We never knew until his trip to 
Mexico that he had cut down our share from 
5 per cent to 2% per cent, but at that time 
he spoke to the servants on the train about it. 


Real Cause of Eatrangement. 


“The real reason of the estrangement is 
that in the fall of 1904 we remonetrated 
with him because of his relations with Miss 
Hofer, and told him that they must cease. 
He indignantly denied that he had paid her 
any more attention than would be expected 
of a man in his position. We told him we 
were not utterly blind. 

“ After this dispute he promised that he 
would avoid any appearance of evil and 
stop the indiscreet. behavior we had com- 
plained of. He seid Miss Hofer was going 
to Europe.

conclusively that the people are not tnetined 
to offset mere commercial values against the 
intangible but none the less great advantages 
found in the preservation of the great works 
of nature.“ 

No one believes more heartily than Ido,“ 

said Senator Cullom, in the preservation of 
our great natural wonders and especially the 
Niagara Falls, but I will not consent to any 
step which would place even an ultimate limit 
upon the growth of Chicago and the health of 
the people of the city and upon the greatness 
of Illinois. The drainage canal was con- 
structed so that Chicago might be made a 
healthy city whatever its developments. It 
was built at great expense by the city, and 
no other part of the union contributed a 
cent, 
I do not see that the general government 
has any right to prescribe how little or how 
much water shall flow into the drainage canal 
or at least that it should attempt to limit the 
development of any section of the country 
solely to gratify an esthetic taste. I put 
health above estheticism. No one can fore- 
tell the size Chicago ultimately will attain. 


“Mustn’t Hamper Chicago”—Cullom, 
“Unquestionably it is destined to be one 
of the greatest cities of the world, rivaling 
greater New York and even London in its 
population. Moreover, we must not lose 
sight of the fact that the middle west is de- 
manding and will have an outlet from the 
great lakes to the guif, and to achieve this 
it will be necessary to build a waterway, at 
first perhaps fourteen foot, but later on deep 
enough to accommodate ships of a greater 
draft than twenty feet. 

“he drainage canal will be an important 
part of this waterway. That canal has a 
depth of twenty-two feet. It would be 
wrong, in my judgment, for congress to put 
any. limit upon the draft of the canai, and 
I shall oppose it. I shall be glad to hear 
what Mr. McCormick has to say and shall 
press his views upon the earnést considera- 
tion of the committee on foreign relations 
and upon the senate.” 

Secretary Taft, who probably will be one 
of the associate justices of the Supreme 
court and undoubtedly will be called upon 
to consider the constitutionality of any such 
légisiation, has informed the president that 
the recommendations of the waterways com- 
mission suggest the question of whether such 
legislation is. within the limitations of the 
legislative power of congress, when-applied 
to nonnavigable parts of a stream which is 
within the borders of a state and which is 
only partly navigable, and if the use of the 
water to be inhabited does not affect navi- 
gation in the navigable part of the stream 
below. 

Taft Favors Treaty Settlement. 

It js evident the secretary. had in mind 
the drainage canal, which is exclusively 
a state and not an interstate project: The 
secretary thought that the treaty power 
exercised by the president and senate with 
respect to a stream which forms a boundary 
between this country and Canada would 
be subject to less limitation in this regard 
than the legislative power of congress. The 
secretary suggested it. might be more ad- 
visable to effect the results sought through 
a treaty rather than through a statute. 

The negotiation of a treaty will be taken up 
by Secretary Root in a short time. There 
are many indications of an active public 
interest in this subject, the president, the 
state department, and congress being del- 
uged with resolutions and petitions rela- 
tive to the preservation of the falis. The 
committee on rivers and harbors recently has 
reported favorably to the house a joint reso- 
ution along the same lines. 


Will Protect Drainage Canal. 


The secretary does not doubt that the New 
York legislature and congress would enact 
the legislation necessary to put a treaty into 
effect. It is evident, however, from the 
temper of the representatives IIlinois in 
congress, that they will not consent to any 
treaty or legislation limiting the capacity of 
the drainage canal; and they expect to have 
the support of all the representatives of the 
great middie west, who appreciate that if 
such a limit as recommended by the water- 
ways commission be adopted there wil) be 
no chance for the construction and operation 
of an adequate waterway connecting the 
great lakes and the gulf. 


SUBSTITUTE FOR “BIG STICK.”

The house of representatives is preparing to 
give a monster reception in honor of-Speaker 
Cannon on his seventieth birthday, which 
falis on May 7, and the event will undoubted- 
ly be one of the most memorable in the ennals

The popularity of the speaker, which this 
event will demonstrate, is expected by some 
of his friends to show his availability as a 
presidential candidate. 

When Mr. Cannon’s name publicly was 
mentioned in connection with the presidential 
nomination a year or so ago, an unfeeling 
eritic sprung age records, which showed the 
old war horse from Illinois was rapidly ap- 
proaching the seventy year mark.

Contrary to expectations, the sea has not 
yet shown signs of being affected by the 
phenomena, but feafs are entertained that 
tidal waves may yet come and many craft 
have put to sen.

Duchess Angel of Mercy. 

The duchess of Aosta, who always is to be 
found where misery exists, is not sparing 
herselg in her efforts to alle viate distress. 
The péople call her an angel of merty. Today 
she took several children from their wéary 
mothers and in her carriage conveyed them 
to the royal palace, where they will remain 
until conditions are brighter. 

The royal observatory, which was de- 
stroyed, was situated nearly 2,000 feet above 
the level of the sea on Colle Canteroni, a 
ridge which in past erupfions of the volcano 
Wis separated the lava streams into two 
branches. The scientific deductions made by 
the observers there have often been the means 
of warning the people of impending erup- 
tions, and doubtless have resulted in the sav- 
ing of many lives. At the entrance to the 
Observatory was a tablet erected fo the mem- 
ory of the tourists who lost their lives in 
April, 1872, while watching the eruption from 
the Atrio del Cavallo crater. 


Vesuvius Mountain of Fire. 

With the danger and horror of the situa- 
tion aside, Vesuvius presents one of the most 
splendid sights imaginable. The mountain of 
fire, whose speech is by detonation and whose 
acts are destruction, seems like an enraged 
giant determined to make the pigmies of 
earth feel thée-might of his wrath. Here and 
there on the mountain side stand the biasted 
trunks of pine trees, their bare branches out- 
stretched as if in protest against the devaeta- 
tion the volcano has wrought, 

The town of Torre del Greco, which is in 
danger of being destroyed, has been over- 
whelmed by the power of Vesuvius sixteen 
times, yet the s@venteenth city stands over 
the ruins of the first.only four and a half 
miles from its destroyer, 

Torre Annunsiate, which also has suffered 
considerably by previous eruptions of Vesu- 
vius, has extensive manufactories of maca- 
roni. 

Calamity Distresses Pope. 

ROME, April &.--Pope Pius is greatly dis- 
tressed by the calamity wrought by the erup- 
tion of Mount Vesuvius. in taiking to his 
secretary today he said: 

„ These are moments when my imprison- 
ment is irksome.” 

His holiness personally will not be able to 
go to the scene, but he has sent a letter to 
Cardinal Prisco, archbishop of Naples, ex- 
pressing his grief for the sufferers by the 
disaster and instructing him to distribute re- 
lief among them and to send to the vatican 
particulars of the eruption. He also gave the 
apostolic benediction to the faithful. 


POMPEII AT BASE OF VOLCANO, 

Pompeii, the world's most interesting ruin, 
now threatened with obliteration, is the only 
source of modern acquaintance with the do- 
méatic life of the ancients. Half of the 
ancient city of Pompeii has been excavated 
and work is proceeding on the other half, the 
Italian government for years ha vin made 
annual appropriations for this excavation 
work. The city lay undisturbed under the 
lava for 1,500 years and its site was not se- 
curately known until Charles III., in 1748, be- 
gan excavations. 

The only modern inhabitants of Pompeti 
have been the caretakers and guides placed 
there by the Italian government and who, for 
2 francs, showed the tourists the ruins of the 
ancient forum, the amphitheater, the temple 
of Apollo, the homes of some of them fully 
equipped with the domestic utensils, etc., or 
the days when Pompeii was in its glory, the 
statues, jewelry, and a thousand and dne 
things that have been uncovered. 

Pompeii is situated on the shore of the bay 
of Naples, within a short distance of the foot 
of Mount Vesuvius. At the time of its burial 
it was a town of Campania. Asa town of the 
living it had no great reputation except aga 
resort for Roman nobles and comparatively 
tittle is known of it, but as the most re- 
markable relic of antiquity in existence its 
fame ts world wide. 

Wonders Appeal to World. 
The wonders of this ancient city and the 


horror of its destru ction have made appeal 
to hundreds of thousands of English speaking 
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The observatory, which stood on the northwest slope of Vesuvius, was placed there to enable scientists to study 
the Volcano and give Warning of impending eruptions. 
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people through Bulwer Lytton’s splendid ro- 
mance. “ The Last Days of Pompeil.” 

Pompeil, like most of the cities in the beau- 
tiful country of that region, hada mixed pop- 
ulation. A seaport town, it was cosmopoll- 
tan to a degree. Its origin is quite uncertain, 
but it passed in and out of the possession of 
many nations before it was finally conquered 
by the Romans after a long siege in 89 B. C. 

Before the end of the republic Pompeii be- 
came the suburban home of many of the 
Roman nobles, who built beautiful villas in 
the neighborhood and greatly popularized the 
city among people of high-degree. Cicero 
was one prominent occasional resident, and 
his letters frequently mention with enthu- 
siasm his ville there. 

Under the Roman empire the same custom 
continued, and during the first century of the 
Christian era it was a flourishing place with 
a considerable population. 


No Historic Events. 

Only two historic events are recorded of 

city during this period. The first was 

a fight in the amphitheater between visitors 

from the neighboring colony of Nuceria and 

the citizens of Pompell, in which many 

were killed and wounded. As a result of 

this all gladiatorial and theatrical exhibi- 

tions were prohibited there for ten years. 
This was in 69 A. D. 

Four years later the city 3 was practically 
destroyed by earthquake. All the neighbor- 
ing towne were injured by this disturbance, 
but Pompeii was the most severely affected, 
Most of the public buildings and very many 
of the private residences were destroyed or 
so badly injured that they had to be rebulit, 


under way when, in a day, the whole life of 
the city was wiped out and the very location 
of the flourishing little colony was lost, to 
remain so for many centuries. 


Pompeii Destroyed in 79. 

In 70 A. D., Vesuvius, which had been 
slumbering for unknown ages, suddenly 
burst into terrific eruption. Vast masses 
of ¢arth and ashes were thrown into the 
Ar and fell in a great shower over the sur- 
rounding country, and lava spouted from the 
mountain's crater. The whole country was 
violently disturbed. Devastation was 
wrought all around the shores of the guif 
and the two cities of Herculaneum and Pom- 
pell were completely buried under dense 
masses of cinders and ashes. 

The cities were destroyed in a different 
manner, however. Over Herculaneum there 
came a solid mass of volcanic tufa that ob- 
iterated it. Upon Pompei there fell from 
eighteen to twenty feet of cinders, mall 
stones, and ashes thrown out by the vol- 
cano. It has been established that thie was 
all done by one eruption, though there are 
twe distinct strata, the lower one of the 
stones and the heavier materials and the 
upper of fine white ash, which ts often con- 
soli@ated by the action of water. 

The devastation was at least so sudden 
that the inhabitants had no chance to escape. 
They were caught like rats in a trap in their 
houses, in the streets, and in public bulld- 
ings. Only a few blind people, famiMar by 
the sense of feeling, were able to make their 
escape, the city being covered, it Ip believed, 
with a pall of blackness like the darkest 
night. People were overcome at their work 
and fell where they weed. Soon. spelt bodies 


were covered with the fine ashes. As decay 
set in these ashes absorbed the liquids and 
a sort of petrification took place. In many 
cases a shell was formed from which an 
accurate mold of the bodies could be cast. 


Roman Guards Buried Alive. 

Some of the Roman soidiers, standing on 
guard, did not desert their poste and were 
slowly buried alive. Their remains are found 
today where they died standing at attention, 
almost as unmoving as the shells of their 
bodies have been through the long centuries. 

So entirely did this coating hide the city 
that its site was forgotten, and ancient to- 
pographers looked in vain for it. There were 
important changes-in the topography of the 
country thet helped to make its location dif- 
ficult. and it was not till 1746 thet it was acci- 
dentally discovered that the vineyards and 
mulberry grounds of the modern Italy cov- 
ered the buried city at @ point near the foot 
of the mountain. Herculaneum hed been dis- 
covered before this, but, owing to the nature 
of tte burial Ms remains were infinitely less 
perfect and harder to get at than those of 


Systematic exploration of the latter city be- 
gan ip 1755, though the work was not regula: 
in character or scientifically thorougn until 
the first years of the present century, when 
the French government began to take part in 
the work. 

Two-Fifths of Towns Ezcavated. 

The work of uncovering this ancient city is 
still under way. It has of late years been 
under the direction of Sig. Fiorelli, and has 
been carefully and thoroughly done. Pho- 


accurate and complete idea of the ancient 
city is now at the service of all. 

The town was irreguiarly oval in shape 
and was situated on a small elevation about 
a mile from the outer cone of Vesuvius, the 
hill evidently created by a previous outpour- 
ing of lava from the voleano. Before the 
great eruption its base was laved by the 
water of the bay, but the town is today more 
than a mile inland. The city was surrounded 
by a turreted wall, which is still preserved. 
and was quite regular in its plan, the general- 
ly narrow streets being nearly all straight 
and running at right angles. Only about two- 
fifths of the whole town has been excavated, 
but the excavations undoubtedly cover the 
most important parts and are sufficient te 
give a pretty exact estimate of the entire city. 

The architectural and art remaing that 
have been disclosed on the site of Pompéii 
are of remarkable interest and much beauty. 
They have given the world a picture of the 
life of eighteen centuries ago that wae im- 
possible before. The decorations of the 
houses, the work of sculpture, the public 
buildings, the baths, theaters, forum, and 
amphitheater, a hundred phases of that an- 
client life, have been brought to light in « 
wonderfully fine-state of preservation. Even 
the- bodies of the terrified inhabitants have 
been in a hundred of instances so preserved 
by the peculiar alkali covering that even their 
features were accurately preserved. No 
documents have yet been found in the ruins, 
though some inseript tions have, but the 
whole city is a document of inestimable 
value and interest, and itself tells a thrilling 
Story of the terrific tragedy that blotted out 
its busy life in an hour,

“Like an echo of the grand opera week was 
the recital given in Orchestra hall yesterday 
afternoon by Mme. an echo 
which in many respects was finer, purer, and 
more beautiful than the original sound itself.

Too MUCH COURTESY. 

The council should treat the mayor with 
great courtesy, but it should mot carry 
courtesy so far as to sacrifice its own dig- 
nity. A majority of the aldermen disagree 
with the traction policy. of the mayor, and 
yet it is proposed in all seriousness that the 
mayor be allowed to select the members of 
the new local transportation committee and 
thue stuff it with hie supporters. 

It is argued that this is a courtesy which 
ts due him, but nobody can give a valid rea · 
son why be should have a decisive voice 
in the makeup of that committee or of any 
committee. The subject is one which be- 
longs exclusively to the council, and it 
should pay no attention to arguments that 
the mayor’s wishes should be consulted. If 
the principle be established that a mayor's 
wishes were to be followed as regards the 
personnel of one important committee the 
next step would be to defer to them where 
other committees were concerned. Indeed, 
it is said thet Mayor Dunne would like to 
control the finance and gas, oil, and electric 
light committees as well as that on local 
transportation. 

The last named committee should repre- 
sent the prevailing sentiment in the council 
‘and not the extreme views of the mayor, 
which are at odds with that sentiment. The 
majority in the council needs a committee 
that will conform to its policy and make 
recommendations that it can concurin. It 
should not consent to be hampered by a 
committee made up of doctrinsires who 
would keep in pageonholes as long as they. 
could sane and feasible propositions that 
might be referred to them, while they would 
make haste to report back with a favorable 
recommendetion every project the mayor 
submitted. The minority should be allowed 
to have some of its best men on the com- 
mittee, but it has no right to ask for the 
control of it. 

The mayor appears to labor under the im- 
pression that he has almost exclusive charge 
of the traction question, and that the coun- 
cil has Mttle to do with it, except to obey 
his instructions. This is a grave misappre 
hension. Each of them has something to 


-do with the question, but the council is the 


predominant partner. It can get along 
vithout the concurrence of the mayor, for 
it can pass ordinances over his veto, but the 
mayor can do nothing without the assistance 
of. the council.

THE “FELLOW SERVANTS” BILL. 
The house of representatives, by a prac- 
tically umanimous vote, has passed the 
bill making railways Hable in damages for 
injuries to employés caused by uegligence 
of their fellow employés. The senate 
should take like action. 

Pho rule of the common law, which the 
bill is intended to modify, is that an em- 
ployer is responsible for injuries the negli 
gence of his servant causes to a third per- 
son, unless the third person be a fellow 
servant.

that he must be supposed to khow if 
they were careless or incompetent, ‘and 
that if they were so*and he continued to 
work with them and got hurt by reason 
of their lack of care, he should be held. 
guilty of contributory negligence and 
made to take the consequences. 

Clearly this theory does not square with 
modern conditions. The brakeman or 
fireman on a big American railway knows 
few of his fellow employés, and cannot 
judge of their fitness for their duties. If 
an operator neglects to deliver an order, 
or the engineer, owing to overwork, goes 
to sleep and a wreck occurs, a brakeman 
is no more to blame for injuries he in 
consequence receives than is a passenger 
for injuries he receives. The common law 
rule is not fair now. 

Damages should be given to employés 
under the same circumstances and for the 
same reasons that they are given to pas- 
sengers. The unfairness of the common 
law rule has been recognized, and laws 
have been passed modifying it in several 
of the states as well as in England. In 
justice to the thousands of railway work- 
ers employed in interstate commerce the 
nation should follow their example. 


A NEW NATIONAL AIR. 

The suggestion that the United States 
needs a new national air with suitable words 
set to appropriate and singable musie is not 
a new one, and more than once a prize has 
been offered for competition in this line. 
But the declaration of Secretary Bonaparte 
that in the opinion of members of the cabi- 
net national music is a subject for legislative 
| colisideration and that congress must decide 
whether the country needs a new song has 
its interest. In all likelihood no amount of 
legislation would ever accomplish anything 
in this direction, for national songs which 
live are not a result of deliberate thought, 
but they spring into being at some special 
crisis in governmental affairs, or find in- 
spiration under a stress of circumstances 
when stirring words, even thoggh set to old 
and familiar music, so affect the popular 
mind that they make their way at once to a 
permanent place in the literature of a peo- 
ple. :

THE NEOLITHIC “MAN. 

The body of a man who lived more than 
seven thousand years ago, the oldest man 
of whom we have any record, is now re 
posing in the Hgyptian gallery of the Brit- 
ish museum. He was found on the banks 
of the Nile in upper Egypt. It is not 
known just how long ago he lived, that is, 
to a year and a day, but his antiquity 
may be inferred from the statements of 
the antiquarians that he considerably ante- 
dates Menes, who ruled in Egypt five 
thousand years before Christ, so that, 
compared with him, Belzoni’s mommy, 
who “walked the streets of Thebes three 
thousand years ago,“ is a modern. 

This patriarch of the race was buried 
in a neolithic grave with his neolithic pots 
and kettles and the neolithic flints with 
which he procured subsistence carefully 
arranged about him. There are no in- 
scriptions on these. utensils, no epitaph on 
his gravestone, for he lived long before 
the invention of writing. This patriarch, 
older than the oldest mummied king, whe 
hunted along the Nile ages before the 
foundation of the pyramids was laid or 
the mysterious sphinx began to hide ite 
secret from man, who has been taken 
from his quiet grave, where he had slept 
these many thousand years, and trans- 
ferred into the very heart of the world’s 
bustling metropolis, was ignorant of the 
conditions, impulses, or Incentives of mod- 
ern life. He knew nothing of books, of 
business, of politics, or organized labor, 
of amusements, of society, of money. 
But was this neolithic man less happy 
than we are who know of all these 
things? Knowing nothing of books, he was 
spared much “weariness of the flesh.” 
Knowing nothing of business, he was 
spared its worriment and possible bank 
ruptcy and defalcation. Knowing noth- 
ing of politics, he knew nothing of cor 
ruption. Knowing nothing of industrial 
life, he was not concerned about hours, or 
Knowing notbing about 
theaters, he was not bored with bad 
performances nor exasperated with ex- 
tortionate prices. Knowing nothing of so- 
clety, he did not have to listen to its small 
talk, follow fashions, or ruin his diges- 
tion. Knowing nothing of money, and 
having no need of it, for all the world 
about him was his, he ought to have been 
ideally happy. 

The aposties of gloom will say that the 
neolithic man was happy, much happier 
than we, with all our vaunted knowledge 
and. refinement. They will say he lived 
when the world was fresh and in its teens 
and man’s hand and the tooth of time” 
had not marred the beauty of the new 
creation. The more dispassionkte verdict 
will be that while the neolithic man es- 
caped many of the verations and troubles 
of this age, he knew nothing of its pecu- 
liar pleasures, and that if it were possible 
to count up his days of unalloyed happi- 
ness it would be discovered that he had no 
more of them than the average man of 
this age. The venerable relic of neolithic 
days had the toothache, no doubt, but no 
dentist to relieve it. His eyesight. grew 
dim and he hed no spectacles. There are 
many robbers and murderers in Chicago, 
but life and property are safer here than 
they were on the banks of the Nile in the 
good old prehistoric times. Then nearly 
every man distrusted everybody else and

The American PS PRES being an ar- 
dent CathoHe and imbued with all the re- 
ligious geal of a convert, found it difficult to 
refrain from expressing her views pretty 
freely about church politics im Austria. She 
openly sympathized with the cause of the 
clergy and of the nobility in their fight against 
the administration, This naturally consti- 
tuted a claim upon their good will, and in 
thie way secured the favor of those leaders 
of the aristocracy most conspicuously ſdenti- 
fied with the opposition, as well as a footing 
in their salons. She became a friend of Prin- 
cess Hohenberg. the morganatic consort of 
the heir apparent, was often « art at 
the Belvedere palace, and enterta the 
princess at the American embassy. 

Moreover, whem, in deference to partlia- 
mentary criticism and to the remonstrance 
of the emperor, the archduca! palace to which 
I have referred above ceased to be the rally- 
ing ground and headquarters of the clerical 
and nobiliary opposition, its rendezvous was 
traneferred to the salons of the American 
ambaseadress. While this, of course, served 
to endow Mrs. Bellamy Storer with a 
gree of popularity among the aristoerac: 
that has never been accorded to any other 
ambassadress, and caused the grande monde 
to open its arms to her, it excited the in will 
of the government, and it was not long before 
her intérference.in the domestic politics of 
Austria became a subject of newspaper com- 
ment.

Of coutse, the temptation for foreign diplo- 
mats at Vienna to pursue the course adopted 
by Mrer Bellamy Storer ie great. To be in 
the Austrian capital and to be excluded from 
the great world is extremely unpleasant, not 
to say humiliating. On the other hand, diplo- 
matic office and official rank carry absolutely 


‘no weight in a social serise in the Kaiserstadt 


and confer no admission whatsoever to the 
salons of the old aristocracy—salons that are 
the most exclusive probably in the world. but 
most delightful when you have the entrée, 
owing to the complete absence there of all 
pose and affectation. Everybody's ancestry 
and status are so well known that there is no 
inducement whatsoever for people to pretend 
to be more than they really are, and, then, 
everybody is more or less related. 

There has been no demand for the recall 
of BéeHamy Storer by the Austrian govern- 
ment, such as it made not long ago for the 
Withdrawal of the papal nuncio and of his 
auditor in consequence of their too indiscreet 
@esociation with the political adversaries of 
the administration. But the latter cannot be 
expected to feel kindly towards Mra, Bellamy 
Storer, and will welcome the suppression of 
her husband, though the change will be re- 
gretted by Viennese society.

Today King Leopold celebrates his seventy- 
first birthday, infrm as far as health 
ig concerned, but still in the full enjoyment 
of that keenness of Intellect which has won 
for him the reputation of being the cleverest 
and most astute man of business of old world 
royalty. While his private life has been 
beneath rather than above reproach and has 
contributed to rob his old age of those do- 
mestic affections and of the popular respect 
and veneration which he woul@ otherwise 
enjoy, it cannot be denied that asa sovereign 
he has an immense claim upon the gratitude 
of his subjects, having in every way fostered 
the trade and industry of Belgium, thereby 
Inereasing her prosperity and her economic 
importance in an altogether phenomenal 
fashion. He hae by his statecraft won for 
Beigium in the concert of nations a position 
altogether out of proportion to the smaliness 
of her area and of her population, and has 
moreover, to all intents and purposes, in- 
vested her with the possession of an immense 
colonial empire, which differs from the trans- 
pontine dependencies of so many other pow. 
ers in that it not merely pays its expenses 
but yields colossa? profite.

Indeed, as a sovereign and from a Belgian 
point of view, Leopold has been an altogether 
admirable monarch, and it seems base in- 
gratitude that his people should entertain so 
little affection for him. The fact of the mat- 
ter is, however, that he is the most unlovable 
character that it is possible to conceive. 
There is no pretense of any affection between 
his three daughters and himself. With his 
brother, the’late count of Flanders, his rela- 
tions were strained. He held no friendship 
whatsoever with his wife, the late Queen 
Henriette, during the last ten years of her 
life, and only keeps up a sort of pretense of 
paternal regard for his nephew, the heir ap- 
parent, Prince Albert, who is his antithesis 
in everything. * 

Then, too, the king ts Intensely cynical, is 
disposed to sneer and to eniff at everything, 
and is charged with being devoid of a single 
epark of chivalry or generosity. The most 
incredible stories are told of his meanness 
and of his greed, and there has been little that 
is kingly in the sharpness with which he has 
been ready to drive a bargain in his personal 
business transactions. He was one of the 
few people who made large sums through hig 
investments in the Panama canal, and has 
money im all sorts of enterprises and under- 
takings in this country, as well as in China, 
Persia, Ruseia, and on the Congo. 

The management of his colossal private in- 
terests alone is sufficient to monopolize the 
attention of not one but of several clever 
financiers, and yet he manages everything 
himself, as those who have had business deal- 
ings with him can testify. With all that he 
finds time to fulfill his duties as monarch of 
Belgium and as sovereign of the Congo. His 
death will be a great loss to Belgium in many 
respecte. It will, however, excite but little 
sorrow, and it is doubtful whether there will 
be a single sincere mourner at his funeral.

Apropos of King Leopold, it may be men- 
tioned that his eldest daughter, Princess 
Louise, figures as at the head of the list of 
titled patronesses of the concert which is 
about to be given at Paris by Baronesa Jenny 
Rahden, the beautiful equestrienne, who 
was suddenly stricken with blindness some 
years ago whilst doing some high school rid- 
ing at the Hippodrome, and who has been 
dependent upon the charity of friends and 
sympathizers ever since. 

It is perfectly right and proper that Prin- 
cess Louise should do all in ber power to as 
sist a woman so overwhelmed with misfor- 
tune as the bind baroness. But it is amasz- 
ing, in view of the extraordinary scandals 
of which the princess has been the heroine 
during the last few years, that ladies of the 
old Faubourg and of the great worldat Paris 
should be willing to have her name figure in 
conjunction with theirs in the list of patron- 
esses, It merely goes to show, what I have 
okten said before in these letters, that a 
woman of royal rank can commit any indis- 
cretion short of felony without losing social 
consideration.

To make his flower garden a continual de- 
ight, the amateur should study the char- 


acteristics of the flowers he grows and see. 


that each serves a purpose. If he loves 
fragrance, nicotiana affinis, with its abun- 
dant star shaped white flowers, is excellent, 
and a fragtant novelty which presents a 
striking contrast to this is nicotiana san- 
dre, with deep pink, almost red flowers. 
These above all are excellent for borders, 
planted in front of taller growing shrubs. 
For a bed where a mass of yellow is de- 
sired, golden California poppy is useful, It 
must be sown where it is to bloom, as it does 
not transplant well. Its flowers are not 
adapted for cutting: For side and back fences 
clumps ‘of single and double hollyhocks in 


mass are good. A flower which grows.neariy 
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as high as the hollyhock is rudbeckia golden 
glow, which produces a wealth of golden 
flowers good for cutting. It is a good plan to 
devote the space: in front of one fence to 
dahlias and cosmos, for these are sure to 
please the most fastidious flower lovers. The 
cactus and decorative forms of the dahlia are 
becoming. more and more popular every year. 
The tubers may be stored in the cellar in win- 
ter Uke potatoes. If there happens to be a 
sunny exposure in the garden, plant a few 
pompon chrysanthemums, which are hardy.

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* Rules for a Rose Garden. 


The amateur will find it advisable instead of 


‘propagating rose plants to buy good one or 


two year old plants, if he wishes to add rose 
bushes to his garden. They may be had for 
low prices. The younger ones will produce 
fewer flowers the first year, but they will be 
satisfactory and in the second year will be at 
their best. 

They should be o ed when the gardener 
is ready to set them out in beds, preferably in 
April, although they may be planted later. 
The beds may be of any size and form. It 
should be in the open, where plenty of sun- 
light may reach the plants. It is an advan- 
tage to have it protected from high winds, 
as there then will be less trouble from mil- 
dew. The soil should be rich loam, well 
drained. 

When the plants are set out, thoroughly 
water them, so as to settle the soil. wen 
around the roots. Rapid growth should fol- 
low. The only further treatment necessary 


_ Rules for Raising China Asters. 


Much difficulty often is experienced by 
amateurs in growing China asters success- 
fully. Sometimes this is due to a fungus 
which attacks the plants when they are be- 
ginning to pud. More frequently, however, 
failure is due to fnexperience on the part of 
the gardener. 

It should be borne in mind by the planter 
that the China aster, being an annual, must 
not be retarded in its growth from the seed- 
ling stage to maturity. Young plants often 
are shocked by want of water, lack of nour- 
ishment in the soil, being planted too thickly, 
or having been, when planted, sickly; stunt- 
ed plants, without vitality. In buying plants 
from a florist, only those with healthy foliage 
ot a deep green color should be chosen. Yel- 
low looking ones are starved and never will 
recover, 

The plants should be set out in a well pre- 


Easily Grown Bulbous Plants. 


The amateur gardener should find room in 
his garden for gladioll and tuberoses: Sev- 
eral dozen of the hybrid lemoine and childsil 
gladioli will be valuable for cutting purposes. 
In any soil where corn grows well they wil 
bloom abundantly. They do best where the 
soil is quite sandy. The same is true of the 
tuberose, the single varieties of which usually 
are considered the more artistic. The buibs 
of the gladioli and tuberoses increase every 
year, thus enabling gme to increase the size 
of his collection. a f 

All of the lilles are grand and do well in 


is to keep the soll well stirred around the 
plants. If the summer is dry and warm a 
layer of pine needies or fine manure may be 
put on the soil around the plants, This would 
make less cultivation necessary; the ground 
would not dry out as rapidly.

around the plants for protection in extreme 


winter weather. In the spring this covering 
—composed of manure preferably—may be 
spaded into the soil and will act as a fertilizer. 
In covering the plants for the winter care 
should be taken not to allow the tops of the 
plants to be bent down under the weight of 
the protective material and the snow which

During my absence I hope he can satisfy 
the people of the district as to the mileage 
grab, the Elkins-Mann bill, his browbeating, 
bulldozing tactics in the Bacon controversy, 
and many other items that may occur to him 
from time to time. He ought to get his 
friends and political coparceners, Braden, 
Madden, Jamieson, Smyth, Blount, Lorimer 
and Walsh to make a few speeches for him, 
which might help some. 

“ Or if he finds it pleasant to spend the next 
three weeks In attacking me, who am nota 
candidate, that, too, may help some. I am 
sorry that it has been necessary to stir up 
such a creature, but if it hadn’t been stirred 
up some of our people might not have known 
what it really was.”
